Examiner respectfully traversed Applicant's remarks: 

As to the point (1), 0-0 (Object oriented programming) was not in the limitation of claim 1 . 

As to the point (2), Zhou teaches path is virtual path (col 3, In 50-62). However, physical or command path was not defined in the 
claim limitations and claim 8. 

As to the point (3), APA teaches "a data object during the course of processing by a processing object may determine what 
queue the data object has to sent to after being processed by processing object" (page 4, In 7-10) and Zhou teaches the cell (i) has a 
virtual path and virtual path identifier to identify a connection information associated with a queue for transmitting a cell to the destination 
(col 5, In 5-67/ col 6, In 41-67, col 8, In 1-67). 
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
